Class History 


In the fall of 1939, we, the class of ’43, laid the corner stone of the building 
that we named “High Hopes.”’ We were prepared to face the worst, but found 
that life at Pinkerton Academy was really superb. 

Our class advisors were Mrs. Draper and Mr. Harriman. We certainly 
appreciated their advice. 

Perhaps most of all, we appreciated the kind guidance of Mr. Bell, who was 
a wonderful friend of our class. 

Our first week brought the meeting of new friends, the adjustment of new 
ways, and, perhaps most exciting, initiation. Our boys had built up a resistance 
against their ducking, but it was quickly broken by the “supermen” of the class 
of 42. Despite their efforts, our boys were given the annual ducking. Next 
came the girls’ initiation. With grainbag skirts, blouses that were really our 
father’s shirts, with rubbers that were too large, with odd colored stockings, with 
our hair tied back, with cold cream and oatmeal plasters on our faces, and our 
books and lunches in pails that we carried with us all day, we were really im- 
pressive. 

On the evening of September 22, the Seniors gave us a hearty greeting at 
the Freshman Reception, and we were most conspicuous with our pink and blue 
bonnets.

oval for the first time in their high school career. These freshmen admired the 
Pinkerton football team’s varsity that year because it was undefeated, and they 
hoped that during one of their four years at the Academy they, too, might play on 
the varsity. At the end of the football season, there was an exciting game played 
between the Freshmen and Sophomores, which came out in a scoreless tie, 0-0. 

In basketball the players, being inexperienced, didn’t play the same caliber 
of ball that the upper-classmen did. The varsity basketball team went to the 
Townsend Tournament with one of our freshmen on the squad. The freshman 
was George Willey. 

In the spring the freshmen again traipsed out on the oval, hoping for a chance 
to get on the varsity, but no freshman made it. The Freshman Class baseball 
team, however, won the championship of the classes by being undefeated. 

During our sophomore year in football, two boys won their varsity football 
letters in varsity berths on the football team.

In class com- 
petition we beat the Freshmen in the annual Sophomore-Freshman game, to the 
tune of 6-0. 

In basketball that year, we placed one sophomore on the varsity, George 
Willey, who played forward. In class competition we did not show up very 
well, but we had plenty of fight. 

In varsity baseball our sophomore year, we had two persons on the varsity. 

They were awarded their varsity 
letters. 

In our junior year in football we had three men who made the varsity foot- 
ball team.
